Western ‘Sahara and the OAU 


Tt would seem to most of the West that the 
Organization of African Unity, in the 
troubled wake of the Angola civil war. 
would have more ¢ritical problems than that 
desert strip that once was the Spanish 
Sahara. There is Rhodesia, for example, an 
obvious target for black nationalism, where 
guerrillas are fighting and the nationalists 
are divided. There is South Africa and the 
border between Angola and South-West 
Africa, or Namibia, with its water-powered 
development. And there is Angola itself, 
sorely in need of economic stability and a 
functioning political system. 


But Western Sahara, disputed by Algeria 
and the local Polisario movement on the one 
hand, and Morocco and Mauritania on the 
other, contains the seeds of much that could 
be disruptive in the new Africa. For that 
Africa is the product of a highly artificial 
series of boundary agreements among the 
European powers—agreements which in 
many cases defy demographic, economic and 
geographic sense. Sooner or later. presum- 
ably. these boundaries will have to be ad- 
justed. Already there are many frictions 
over the old borders—Uganda. claims 2 size- 
abie part of Kenya, for example, and the 
Somalis are fighting for parts of Ethiopia, 
tensions exacerbated by French withdrawals 
along the coast. But on the whole, the mem~- 
bers of the OAY prefer to cling to two main 
principles: Former colonies should retain 
their territorial integrity and the right of 
aelf-determination. To abandon formally 


those avowed themes would open a Pandora's | 


box for nearly all of Africa, 

The division of Western Sahara between 
Morocco and Mauritania violates the first af 
these principles, however it may accord with 
tradition in that area. Whether there has 
been & genuine expression of self-determi- 
nation by the residents—largely nomadic— 
of the Sahara is disputed. and not likely to 
be clarified to everyone's satisfaction. But 
the OAT 15 far from anxious to put itself on 
record in favor of Algeria and the Polisario 
Front. For that would intensify the divi- 
sions within the organization fhat grew so 
heated during the Angolan crisis. 

So there seems little chance that the Afri- 
can states as a group will be able to resolve 
this potentially dangeraus confrontation, 
which could mean open war in the Maghreb 
and which at least seems certain now to 
bring on one of those smouldering civil con~ 
tests that already mar so much of the 
continent. More, by not facing openly the 
perils whicti the liquidation of the old im- 
perialisms carry for the indigenous peoples, 
the OAT leaves open the way to many future 
contests among its members—contests of the 
kind southern African knew over a century 
ago, and Asia has encountered more recently. 

The making of nations needs more—much 
more—-than the breaking ef empires. Ii 15 
often forgotten that the empires were built 
largely on the tivalries of the peoples an 
which they were imposed, and that they 
often breught, in rebum for exploitation, 
‘peace, 


Elimination Contest? 


The nation’s second primary—in Massa- 
ehusetts today—is already being described as 
a make-or-break event for some of tie pres- 
idential contenders in the Democratic party. 

Yet Massachusetts can be considered cru- 
eial only if the results there are linked to 
those in New Hampshire. Any such linkage 
grossly inflates the importance of the New 
Hampshire vote. That is clearly recognized 
in interpretations of the Republican primary 
where ἐδ is generaly agreed that President 
Ford’s exceedingly narrow victory over 
Ronald Reagan left both at a standoff and 
proved nothing conclusive.

the early caucus states. But he still polled 
fewer than 23,000 votes, a minuscule show- 
ing when contrasted to the 76 million, votes 
east In the last presidential election. The 


New Hampshire ontcdme deserves respect as . 
an expression of a very small portion of the 


electorate but as nothing more than that, 
Massachusetts is a much larger state and 
more representative of the Democratic 
party’s strength across the nation, but it is 
still only one state out of 50. Moreover, the 
pattern of voting there may be distorted by 
local preocerpation with the school busing 
dispute in Boston and, to @ lesser extent, by 
the abortion controversy. Because the Su- 


preme Court has ruled conclusively on both 
of these questions. a president can do very 
little about either issue. Yet the presidential 
candidates have spent ἃ disproportionate 
amount of time discussing them. 


If the busing dispute influences many ' 


voters in Beston, Gov. George C. Wallace can 
be expected to benefit. Yet the only ques- 
tion voters there should ask him is: If you 
could nat stop court-ordered busing in Als- 
bama, how can you stop it In Massachusetts? 
Former Gov. Carter's victory in New 
Hampshire meanwhile has apparently cast 
him in a giant’s role in. Massachusetts. He 
is being described as a “conservative” threat 
to the divided Iberals. While he is more 
conservative than his rivals on certain issues, 
om many others he is not. It is question- 
able that any such loose labels have much 


usefulness or relevance in judging a can-' - 


didate’s philosophy and record. ᾿ 


‘What is needed on the pert of the candi- 
dates is much more discussion of specific 
issues, That process has barely begun in 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts. It needs 
to be carried further in forthcoming primary 
‘campaigns in New York, Pennsylvania, Mich- 
igan and other major states. There will 
come a time when some candidates withdraw 
but that should follow—not precede—a 


_ thorough discussion of the issues.

Despite some selling off at the end of last 
week 2s big winners took thelr profits, the 
stock market has been so strong lately that 
those suffering from psycho-cultural lag 
may find themselves wondering whether they 
and Wall Street are looking at the same 
economy. 

Over seven million Americans are still out 
of work; industrial production 1s still well 
below the peak it reached in the late fall of 
1973, many banks remain on the “problem 
lists” of the bank regulators; loan demand 
is weak: inflation is stili running at about 
8 6-per-cent annual rate; housing construc— 
tion is not much more than half its level 
of three years ago; businesses remain cau- 
tious about investing in inventorles and 
equipment, ᾿ 

What those facts prove, however, is that 
the recession was the worst of the postwar 
period and that the country has still not 
fully recovered from it. But Wall Street's 
mission is not to look backward; rather it 
seeks to sea ahead—and right now 16 Ifkes 
what it sees. Profits, already up substan- 
tially from their early 1975 trough, promise 
to go a lot higher. Industries have been 
trying to hold costs down—and rising pro- 
ductivity is helning a great deal. 

Both industrial corporations and the banks 
hhave been rebuilding their liquidity; that 15 
the other side of the coln that shows up as 
weak loan demand, constrained corporate 
outlays on inventories and capital goods, and 


reduced borrowing by the banks through 
issuance of certificates of deposit. Interest 
rates have come down. The 2.2-per-cent 
jJamp in the government's index of leading 
indicators—the biggest in six months— 
signals stronger growth ahead.

Oklahoma, 6-6 in the Big Eight, 
stunned 3th-ranked Missouri, 
66-57, and dropped the Tigers 
into # first-place tie with Kansas 
State.

Wichita State and Southern 
Illinois are tied for Missouri 
Valley honors, Pepperdine and 
San Francisco are deadlocked in 
the West Coast Athletic Con- 
ference, and Arizona needs 8 vic- 
tory over Arizona State Saturday 
to clinch the Western Athletic 
hongrs. Weber State, Boise State 
and Idaho State finished in'a 
three-way deadlock for Big Sky 
honors. 

Seven other conferences will 
begin tournament play this week 
to decide NCAA berths. 

The first Southwest Confer- 
ence tournament opened Satur- 
day as Southern Methodist rout- 
ed Texas, Arkansas defeated 
Texas Christian, Texas Tech 
overwhelmed Rice and Houston 
edged Baylor on a pair of tree 
throws by Otis Birdsong. 

After Texas was eliminated, 
Leon Black, the Longhorn coach, 
resigned. Black had received 
mixed reactions recently when it 
was disclosed that he initiated 
the investigation that led to the 
suspension of two Texas A&M 
iréimen, Jarvis Williams and 
Karl Godine.

Austria Plans 
Special Census 
In Slovene Area 


VIENNA, March 1 (Reuters).—

legislation would be rushed 
through parliament to permit the 
cout of Slovenes living in the 
south Austrian ince of Ca- 
rinthia.
